Scandalous 

politicians 


C anadians have a lot to celebrate this Canada Day. but 
some of our senior politicians are not on the list. 

Take former Ontario premier Dalton McGuinty, for 
example. 

McGuinty had the unmitigated gall this week to blame 
partisanship from members of a legislative committee for the 
fact he and his party have been run to ground on the power 
plant issue. 

McGuinty who not long ago authorized the relocation of two 
urban power plants at a cost to us, the taxpayers, of some $585 
million. You’ll remember they were moved to ensure Liberal 
victories in a handful of urban ridings. 

Partisanship of the worst possible kind, wouldn’t you 
think? 

The relocation of the Oakville plant alone will cost some 
$300 million. A few months, ago McGuinty was telling anyone 
who would listen that the cost would be a mere $40 million. 

McGuinty’s struggles with math are outdone only by some 
of our would-be political betters, who seem challenged by 
basic forms. 

The forms thing raised its ugly head when Senator Pamela 
Wallin (former Conservative, now an independent) said she 
didn't "mind the shop properly,” when it came to government 
paperwork. 

Wallin has paid back nearly $40,000 in questionable travel 
expenses but is still under a cloud, including on the question 
of the location of her main residence. 

Apparendy, map reading is not among her skill sets either 
since she suggests she lives in Saskatchewan when her home 
is pretty clearly located in Ontario. 

Back to the forms, in a recent interview Wallin said, “There's 
a lot of paperwork, particularly in government, every time you 
move, every time you go anywhere. Sort of more paperwork 
than is humanly possible to keep on top of." 

The point, of course, is that it’s not trouble with forms or 
math skills that are missing in the former premier's office or in 
the Senate. 


What's missing is integrity. 

It's impossible to imagine a single Canadian believes 
senator Wallin had trouble filling out forms, or that poor 
McGuinty is a victim of those big meanies across the aisle. 

So here’s a thought. What about just coming clean? None of 
the aforementioned politicos have any kind of a future in the 
game because they failed to live up to the values you'll find in

LYME DISEASE: WHAT MAKES IT TICK? 

As temperatures begin to finally rise across southern Ontario after several 
weeks of gloomy weather, many Niagara residents are eager to bring out their 
summer wardrobe. 

However, it doesn’t take long before we quickly remember that along 
with the summer heat comes the return of mosquitoes, spiders, and ticks. In 
Ontario, most residents are well informed about the illnesses mosquitoes can 
spread and ways of protecting yourself. But how informed are we about ticks? 

There are many different species of ticks; however, the one that is of 
concern is the blacklegged tick, also known as the deer tick. This sesame seed 
sized tick can be the host to the bacteria that can cause Lyme disease, which, if 
untreated, can result in arthritis, heart problems, and various nervous system 
problems. The American brown dog tick is approximately half a centimeter and 
has not been shown to carry Lyme disease. 

The Niagara region has a high concentration of ticks, especially in the 
areas surrounding Lake Erie. The Niagara Health Department recommends 
wearing pants and long sleeved shirts when walking in wooded areas to 
minimize the chances of a tick bite. 

If you notice a tick has attached to your skin, it should be removed 
immediately by grabbing the head with a pair of tweezers and pulling straight 
up. Do not try to burn the tick off of the skin using a match or lighter. The area 
should be then be washed with soap and water. If you are unable to remove 
the entire tick, you should give your doctor a call and they can remove it for 
you. The tick can be brought to the health department for analysis to see if it 
was infected with the bacteria that causes Lyme disease. 

Ticks often pick up the bacteria that cause Lyme disease while feeding on 
infected rodents. However, it should be noted that most ticks are not carriers. 

The majority of people who are bitten by ticks do not develop Lyme 
disease, however if you notice a red bullseye rash on the skin, develop a fever, 
headache or muscle and joint pains, you should seek medical attention. The 
symptoms typically develop within 1 to 2 weeks of a bite. Lyme disease can 
often be cured with antibiotics if treatment is started early.

Protecting Niagara's beaches 
means going grassroots

Niagara’s beaches may be getting 


to a local researcher. 

Despite rising pollutants and water 
temperatures that affect the beaches, 
there were fewer days when they were 
closed in 2011 and 2012 compared 
to previous years, said the report by 
researcher Doug Hagar. But, he said, it 
will take more than government action 
to keep the heartening trend up. 

“I think just addressing it as public 
policy isn’t enough,” said Hagar, a Ph.D. 
student at Carleton University. 

Sticking to just politics, he said, 
“doesn’t address the primary concern, 
which is that individuals have to be cog¬ 
nizant of what they’re doing to contrib¬ 
ute to the problem.” 

Hagar’s report, penned for Brock 
University’s Niagara Community 

peaked in 2010, with more than 30% of 
them closed during the warm season. In 
2012, it was a litde over 20%. 

It’s hard to say why that’s the case, he 
said, but it could be weather playing a 


Nevertheless, Hagar said, fighting to 

the local level. ’That means reducing the 
amount of water running off properties 
and into the Great Lakes. 

He said Niagarans should set up rain 
barrels and direct downspouts away 
from driveways and toward lawns, 


ing directly into the ecosystem. And, 
he said, residents can help by washing 


their vehicles with organic soap and not 
over-fertilizing their lawns, thus avoid¬ 
ing excess fertilizer being washed into 
the lakes. 

"Everyone has a role to play,” he said. 

"There are small things everyone can 
do.” 

Currently, Niagara Region moni¬ 
tors at least 26 beaches regularly, 
said environmental health director 
Bjorn Christensen. At some well-used 
beaches, the Region uses a predictive 
system of monitoring to calculate when 


With much of Niagara’s waterfront in 
the hands of private owners, though, he 
said it’s key to ensure landowners main¬ 
tain their runoff protection systems. 

As to farms near the water, he said 
they stick to best practices for handling 

"I would like to think they are very 
responsible, looking at times when 
you can spray, limiting when you can’t 
spray." 

Hagar said small, secluded beaches 
are more likely to be closed, even if 
bigger ones are nearby. 

Jones Beach in St. Catharines, for 
instance, was closed 83% of the time in 
2012. It’s not far from Municipal Beach, 
which was closed just over 15% of the 

“Jones Beach is a litde more secluded,” 
Hagar said. "It doesn't get as much turn¬ 
over due to wind and waves. The bacte¬ 
ria and pollution just sort of sits there.” 

It's tough to convince people of the 
link between controlling stormwater 
runoff and beach closures, Hagar said. 
But doing so is key, because action must 
come from a grassroots level.
